REPORT ON PUBLICATION 

We should make a choice of Literature, as we de 
the food that we eat, and that chdice should be the very 
best that can be had: you know that if the soul ever de- 
velops spiritually, it must have spirit food to eat upon 
The soul is hungry all the time and it hungers for some. 
thing Spiritual. We can’t hope to get strength spiritua' 
if we dont make it a habit of reading good, pure litera- 
ture, ; 

Ones life is greatly determined by the character of 
literature that he reads. If one makesa habit of read- 
ing impure literature, generally as a rule he is of the 
same character. So if we ever expect to attain the 
pure thing in this life, we must practice the pure things 
in this life. 

As a rule a great many people make it their busi- 
ness to read an impure novel and place it in their house 
where others can read it, instead of that they should 
place good literature in their house, Thatis one of the 
greatest needs of our country today. If it were so in 
more of our homes than itis, I dont think there would 
be so much wasted time and crimes, as there are today. 
It should be a daily habit in every home in our country. 

The Bible, the word of God should take the first 
place in our homes, and in connection there with other 
good literature should be taken such as the Baptist Re- 


cord, The Foriegn and Home Mission Journal, The Or- 
phange Gem. There are other good papers and some 


books that should be taken. and read more in our homes. 
; Enlightment comes by reading-and hearing, and it 
is necessary that good religious literature be kept in 
every house for our boys and girls to read. 

If every house in this association will make it a hab- 
it of reading their papers named above, I think it 
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would help them in their ehurch work,

Report on Ministerial Education was read by Pro. 
R F.Bass. and discussed dy brethren, R.F. Bass, Ta 
Moore, and adopted: 

MINISTERIAL EDUCATION - Every man needs to be 
well prepared for his life’s work. The man that is 
prepard and has the notive ability is the man that can 
succeed. He is the man that can take advantage of his 
work and do it quicker, and better than the unprepared 
man can, The unprepared stays at the bottom or lags 
behind in the race of life because he is hampered by 
ignorance and awkwardness. 

The world is demanding that men who offer for 
positions of any kind must be trained. The farmer 
must know more of chemicals of the soil and how to 
market its produce. The Lawyer needs to be familiar 
with the codes. The physician needs to know the 
anatomy of the body and the drugs that will counter- 

act the disease. The teacher wants to be familiar with 
the sciences that he has to teach, and soit is with all 
occupations, 

Now the preacher who is a teacher of the truth of 
God needs to be able to impress the fact of christianity, 
expound its principles and stand as an ambassador for 
its perfectand divine founder. Of course we know the 
call comes from God and his sufficiency comes from the 
same source, but who would stand under such great 
responsibility without doing everything in his power to 
deyelop and train the God given talents? 

Above all men, the preacher needs to be intellect- 
ual, "Like Priest, like people’’—Hos.4:9. He is the 
spiritual leader of the people. The ambassador of God 
on earth, The spirituality of the people rises no higher 
than the preacher’s but not only is he a leader of this, but 
he is a great factor in ciyilization. He needs to acquire 

knowledge and retain it. The preacher should be able 
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think accurately, to be able to see all sides of « question 
t» preach and write correctly, forcibly, and accurately 
Of all men he needs to be able to converse entertain) 
helpfully, and understandingly, 

When he stands before an audience he needs to b 
able to think, remember, and then deliver a messag 
that will entertain the people and win them to th 
cause of christ. 

God calls men but does not give them traine: 
develoded minds, but requires them to acquire thi 
intellegence and training, He gives them the talent: 
but they must develop them. 

Our south land is developing very rapidly and we 
are making great strides in. the way of schools t 
educate our children. The boys and girls of today that 
does not finish the high school is able to read and write, 
and judge a lecture or sermon. 

Now imagine a man in the pulpit unlettered 

interesting the boys of today and men of tomorrow 
with a two or three hour harangue of the scriptures, 
[ Mean no disrespect for the Godly men of the past 
who served then a noble purpose because the masses 
were ignorat but now it is different. So now we need 
christian schools where these mer can have the best 
advantage. And then schools especially devoted to 
their training. We have such schoels in nearly every 
state of the south and then two great theological simi- 
naries ~ The Southern Baptist at Louisville. Ky,,and the 
Southwestern at Fortworth Texas 

In our own state we have the grand old Mississippi 
College that has done so much for the citizenship of the 
world. She has turned out some of the noblest preachers 
of the country. Men who have been a blessing to the 
cause of Christ every where they have been, but the 
College could not have done this if it had not been for 
the ministerial board which has stood so nobly by them 
and it could not have done what it has if it had not been 
for the baptist of the state that has'stood by it It has 
not done what it could have d& ne if we, the churches 
had done our part many a promising preacher has been 
turned away from the college because the Board did 
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not have means to help him. 

The Board gives to the single men their board and 
room in Ministers’ Hall. The married men re cives fuel, 
water, and house rent. 

The Hall is in charge of a married man who sees to 
the cooking and other important things that needs his 
attention. 

We have a number Of cottages that belongs to the 
Board that the married men live in and water and fuel 
is furnished them, but-for this the Board is heavily in 
debt. 

There is about on an average of about fifty men 
that ask for help and it cost the B yard about ninty dol- 
lars each as approximatly four thousand five hundred 
dollars a year and we’are in debt for the cvttages obout 
four thousand dollars, so we need near ten thousand dol 
lars to defray expense for coming year and pay debt. 
The Board it must be remembered —It has no way of 
making money and depends for its support entirely on 
the donations made by the churches of the state. Now 
each will agree that this is a noble cause. Now let us 

help it that it may not be hendered in its good work 
Help it for we help all the other good causes when we 
help to put out a trained man into the field. I am yet 
to see a Mississippi College man that would not stand up 
for the good causes. He is true as a pastor in the mis- 
sion, in the Orphanage and Hospital and in fact all cau- 
ses we foster. 

We your committee recomend that the deligates 
pledge as much as they think they can raise for mini- 
sterial Education from their churches and forward the 
same to Dr. J.W.Provine, Clinton Miss., by or before 
the Ist day of January, 1916.

The house was called to order by song and vrayer 
service, 

Report on Baptist Hospital was read by Bro Zeno 
Wall and diseused by brethren Zeno Wall, W. E. Farr. 
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C.R.Dale, and T.D.Cox, adopted. 

Baptist HospiraLs -When Jesus was here upo 
.earth he did four kinds of work: teaching, preaching 
healing the sick, and raising the dead. And Jesu 
went about in all Galilee, teaching in theirs ynagogues 
and preaching the Gospel of the kingdom, and _healin, 
all manner of diseae and all manner of sickness amon; 
the people,’’ Matt. 4:23. We have been doing, in som 
way - poorly at times—-three kinds, teaching, preach 
ing, and trying to help the sick. We have been lon, 
on preaching, and until a few years ago, very short or 
teaching, while we have, for the most part, been neg 
lecting the healing side of Christ’s work, as forany or 
ganized effort was concerned. But each year we hav 
made progress, slowly, to be sure. A few years ago 
then, our vision of Christ’s work broadened until! we 
took in christian hosptial work, better known as prac 
tical christianity, or visualized religion. And wher 
our people did catch a vision of their duty, they begar 
work in earnest. Our people are interested in two great 
hospitals now: one at Memphis, Tenn., which is owned 
jointly by the Baptists of Ark , Tenn., and Miss, This 
property cost more than three hundred thousand dollars 
The one at Jackson, Mississippi, is owned and controll- 
ed by the Baptists of this State. Our people, within the 
past two years, have given, in cash and subscriptions, 
$50,000.00 for our modern building there, and for its e- 
quipment. 

But why have these hospitals, you ask? In answer 
ing, I would say: to try to do some of the work which 
Jesus did while He was here upon this earth. He went 
about preaching, teaching, and helping the physical 
ailments of people. and said to us:’’Follaw me.”’ 

We want them, too, so as to have some place where 
christian people can go when they need special medica! 
and surgical attention, and to provide a place where the 
lost can hear about Jesus during those days when aflic- 
tions and troubles have mellowed his heart, and thor- 
oughly prepared his mind for the Gospel message. 

Now how can we help our Baptist Hospital at Jack- 
son? By (1) makingan offering to the Lord for it, (2) 
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by paying the subscription which you have already 
made to it, (3) by praying for it, and (4) by going to it 
when you need either, special surgical or medical atten- 
tion, and (5) by telling your friends about it. 

We, your committee, would recommend, therefore, 
that each church in this association shall pray earnestly 
for the continued success, and blessings of God upon 
this important work: that each one who has subscribed 
pay this subscription promptly, and that we support it 
with our means, and send our people to it, for it is our 
very own, and does work that is of the highest class.

Report on Church Discipline was read by Bro. G.W.

CHURCH DIscIPLINEChurches should be as rigid 
in their discipline as any other organization. They 
should train, correct, and chastise their memb- 
ers. Ye shall know them by their fruit. The church dis- 
cipline should be so enforced that its members should 
stand aloof from the world. If we send a child toschool 
we expect the teacher to educate, correct, and punish. 
without these three rules of discipline are enforced, no 
ood is accomplished—all a complete failure. So, with 
the church. The church should take the place of the 
teacher, and should teach, correct and punish its mem- 
bers If the church fails to do these things, it can-not 
be a light or guide forothers. Ifamember violates any 
of the church rules, he should be corrected or brought 
toan acknowledgement of his wrong. If drunkards 
swearers éte, are allowed to remain in the church with- 
out being chastized; then, the church is partaking of sin 

for truly, the church is made up of members! so, if one 
member commits a wrong deed, and ‘goes unpunished, 
then, all have sinned for allowing corruption or any- 
thing vile or unclean to remain in the church. A church 
that enforces its discipline, is a strong power for God; 
and even the vilest, respectits sacredness, for they 
know that nothing unclean can become one of its mem- 
bers. Nothing unclean can enter the Kingdom. Then 
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why let uncleanliness remain in the church? The chure! 
should have good discipline at any cost. They ma 
loose a member some times, but never a christian mem 
ber. Ifa church insists on people living clean lives 
she must keep her own house clean, her members bein; 
guided by the seripture found in Matt. 18 ch.; 1st Cor 
5th chapter.

W.E. Farr. 

Our COLLEGES — The fact that Mississippi Baptist: 
are now owners of two new colleges, goes to show tha’ 
anew day has dawned with them along educationa 
lines, as well as in other respects. For a long time 
Mississippi college, a school for men, was our only shoo 
Now we have Mississippi Woman’s college, at Hatties 
burg, for young women, and also Clarke Memoria! col 
lege, at Newton, It seems a bit strange that the Bap. 
tists of the State would make such provision for the ed. 
ucation vf men, as has been afforded by Mississippi col- 
lege, and fail for so long a time to make similar provis- 
ions for the young ladies of the state. Of course, there 
have been Baptist colleges for women in the state all a- 
long, but these schools are private schools, not: being 
fostered by the great Bavtist denomination of the state. 
We are proud that our denomination is now giving the 
same opportunity for education that it is giving the 
young men. Yes, we are all proud of Mississippi Wom- 
an’s college. We are also proud of our newly adopted 
child, Clarke Memorial college, which is distinguished 
from the other two colleges by being co-educational. 

Mississippi college, the old reliable, is still coming 
to the front. There is no better school in the state for 
for young men, especially for the Baptist young men. 
the school is much better prepared for work than ever 
before. Buildings and equipments are not to be ex- 
celled in the state. This summer the handsome, new |i- 
brary building has been completed, and adds much to 
the appearance of the campus, and to the facility of the 
work. Notwithstanding the war, and the financial 
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stringeney of the country, the college last year had a- 
bout 400 men. Prospects are bright for next session. 

Mississippi Woman’s college has developed wonder- 
fully during its first years. The enrollment last session 
was near 225, and no doubt, in the face of war times 
and other hinderances, it will have quite as large, if not 
larger enrollment, next session. Prof. J.L.Johnson, dr.. 
is the right man in the right place, as president of the 
college, There is no greater school man in the state. 

Bro. W.E.Farr, assisted by Bro J E.Byrd, is en- 
gaged in a great financial campaign, to raise $100,000 
for the Woman’s college, and for Clarke Memorial col- 
lege. Almost half of the amount has been secured in 
cash andin pledges. The curriculum and the work in 
this college are most excellent. The Christian influence 
in this school, we believe, is greater than any other 
school in the south, 

Clarke Memorial college is located at Newton, The 
college has an excellent faculty and is doing excellent 
work Dr. M.O.Patterson has been its efficient presi- 
dent for the last two years. He is succeeded by Dr.R. 
A. Venable, under whose work the college, no doubt, 
will continue to advance. 

We urge Baptist people to support their institu-. 
tions. Of course the doors of all these schools are 
thrown open to men and women of every denomination, 
and to those who come from other denomination the ~ 
greatest consideration is given. At the same time 
these are Baptist institutions that stand for Baptist 
principles, and they are for Baptist people first of all to 
patronize, These schools are the great power-house, so 
to speak, for the Baptist denomination of the state, and 
as loyal Baptists we should patronize them in prefer- 
ence to any other school.

Report on Orphanage was read by Bro. T.D,Cox, 
and discussed by brethren, J.R Carter and C.R. Dale, 
and adopted by a collection of $13.70, 

‘ OuR ORPHANAGE—Eignteen years ago. the Mississ- 
ippi Baptist Orphanage was established, to provide. a 
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a home for homeless children. Since then, about 700 
children have received the benefits of the Orphanage, 
many or them reared in the Home. 

Hundreds of them who spent a longer or shorter 
time, are now in the different communities of the State 
and in other states, andin the main, are making good. 
We have now in the Home, 230 children, with many oth 
ers wanting to come, for whom we have no room. 

Our children attend school seven or eight months 
each year. Out of school hours, and during vacation, 
they are taught to do all manner of domestic work, Our 
xirls doing the cooking, general hotise work, washing, 
ironing and sewing. Our boys doing the hauling gener- 
al farm work, caring for the stock, and running the ma- 
chinery. Some of the children each year, get the train- 
ing in the printing office, gétting out the Gem each 
month and doing some job work. 

Our home is supported entirely by contributions. A 
goodly number of Sunday Schools are now sending reg- 
ularly each month, many of them five dollars which sup- 
ports a child in the Home for one month. Some are 
sending more, and some, less. ’ 

We would suggest that all of our Sunday Schools a- 
dopt the plan of giving something each month to the 
support of our orphan children. Let our women con- 
tinue to send in boxes of clothing for girls and boys 
from two to sixteen years old, and let our churches 
send in all kinds of provisions from the farm, and from 
the store, everything that is needed in the ordinary 
home, taking advantage whenever possible of the 
Thanksgiving cars, which will carry everything free of 
charge. Pray for the Home and its management.

STATE MISSION REPORT State Missions 1s the chan- 
uel throrgh which the churches of the State undertake 
to combine and utilize their strength for the cause of 
Christ. Two things aré included: (1) An effort to 
all the churches in the State together for the conquest 
of the State through the Gospel; (2) An effort to lead 
all the forces of the State out beyond for the conquest 
of the world for Christ, This is the task which our Bap- 
tist peopie of Mississippi have assumed for themselves 
and which they are prosecuting through their State 
Mission Board. 

Work for the Year—At the Convention in Oxford 
last November, it was recommended that the Conven- 
tion Board lay out its work for the year on the basis of 
$43,000.00. This was done, The. appropiations made 
to the different departments of the work were as fol- 
lows: Pastorial support, $22,000; Enlistment work, $6- 
000; church building, $7,200; Sunday School and B.Y.P. 
U. work, $3,500; Woman’s work, $1,800; special work in 
connection with the Agricultural High Schools of the 
State, $2,500. ‘ 

We are assisting this year, 245 churches to pay 
their pastors—more than ever before in the history of 
State Mission work—and keeping three enlistment mis- 
sionaries and two Sundayschool and B. Y.P.U. workers 
in the field for all their time. From this, it is seen that 
Mississippi Baptists, this year, are attempting greater 
things for their Lord than ever before. 

The Task Before Us— Mississippi is yet a great mis- 
sion territory. There are in the State, about 1,800,000 

people. Of this number, including all those who make 
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any kind of profession of religion, only 400,000 claim 
be Christians, and only 165 000 are Baptists. This 
400,000 who make no pretension to religion. This is o 
challenge as well as our opportunity, 

In addition to the 246 churches we are now helpin 
there are, at least, as many more that need help, tos 
nothing of the school houses where there. ought to 
Baptist preaching and the communities that we shou 
enter immediately with the Gospel. We ought also 
have a missionary and and colporter doing colporta; 
and enlistment work in every association in the Stat 
The field should be tilled carefully, and in order to ¢ 
this, there is more work than our now over-burden 
pastors can hope to do, however willing they may be | 
give their service to the denomination There are al: 
180 or more church organizations, without houses « 
worship and as many more whose houses are in suc 
bad repair as to be practically useless. These are clan 
oring for our help, and if we expect to make Mississi| 
pi a Baptist empire, should receive our assistance. 

Recommendations—There are scme things we ough 
to do at our associational! meetings toward laying th 
foundation for a more efficient. cooperative work alon 
missionary lines. The supreme task assigned th 
churches by our Lord is to carry the gospel of Jesu 
Christ into all the world. This is the task of all th 
churches, it is the one thing they can all unite on; iti 
oné thing they all should unite on. 

In order that their efforts may be the most effect 
ive, cooperation is necessary, and in order that this co 
operation may be secured, it would be well for the as 
sociation to appoint a committee on cooperative missiot 
work, this committee to be composed of representa 
tives of State Missions, Home and Foreign missions it 
the Association. The duties of this committee should 
be to look after the needs within the bounds of the as: 
sociation, and bring to the attention of the churches of! 
the association the needs in the State and in the world, 
to as to secure the co-operation of these churches in a 

missionary campaign looking to the preaching of the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ in every nook and corner of the 
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State, and to the uttermost parts of the earth. 

This Association ought to take into consideration 
also the importance of mission study class work. A 
mission study course is being prepared and each one of 
the churches should put this course on. It might be 
well, also, for the churches to appoint mission commit- 
tees to have charge of the distribution of mission liter- 
ature among the membership, to keep the churches in- 
formed as to what is being done in the way of State, 
home and Foreign Missions, and to organize mission 
study classes. 

We earnestly urge that every church see to it, that 
a large offering is made at once to State Missions.

Home MIsSIONS.—-Seventy years ago-—1845 the 
Home Mission Stream had its rising in the hearts and 
minds of a-few of the noble men of our Southern Zone. 
It has flown on, increasing in size, velocity, beauty and 
power until today it is a mighty river—a great. body of 
water feeding and helping millions of souls in search 
of the Living Water which comes from Christ the Liv- 
ing God: and it has made glorious history in all the 
states, and places where it has gone. And the ‘end is 
not yet. a 

Last year at Houston; Texas, our brethren, in con- 
vention assembled, agreed to undertake to raise $441.- 
750.00 for our Home Mission work this year, and of 
this amount Mississippi Baptists were asked to raise 
$25,000.00. Our association being expected to get up 
about $600.00 of this amount. We must raise it, too. 

The Home Mission Board does cooperative work in 
Ala., Ark , Ill., Ky., La., Md., Miss., Mo, New Mexi- 
co, Okla., Tenn , Texas and Virginia, also in Cuba and 
the Panama Canal Zone. A great work, too, is being 
done in our 84 Mountain schools where 5,281 pupils are 
being taught by 172 teachers. In these schools 394 fol- 
lowed their Lord in baptism last year, and 88 were 
studying for the ministry. 

In the department of Evangelism are to be found 
27 able and consecrated workers who last year saw, as 
a partial result of their work, 12,673 candidates buried 
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with Christ in baptism, 1,301 of which volunteered 
do missionary work, and for the ministry. A remar| 
ble record, brethren! 

The department of Enlistment, which is a new ( 
partment in our organized work, had a wonderful ye 
last year. *’The corps of Enlistment Field workers 
which Mississippi, had three—in the course of du 
traveled over 100,000 miles during the year; spent 4,5 
days in the field, an average of over 22 days each mon

REPORT ON FOREIGN MIssions.- Our Foreign missiot 
ork is the effort on our Part to carry out the last com 
mand of our Lord and Master to go into all the work 
and make disciples of all nations. The challenge 0! 
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the hour to call our churches is the present call of our 
foreign mission work, The conditions of the ‘world to- 
day are giving tremendious emphasis to the fact that, 
all men need a simple New Testament religion. The 
none-Christian nations are awakening in a wonderful 
way and enquiring for the path of peace and the way 
of life. |The doors are wide open, The people are 
accessible than ever before. The harvest fields are 
ripe and we should now thrust in the sickle and reap 
on a seale that will far transcend any thing in the past. 
The Foreign Misssion Board, located at Richmond, 
Va, composed of Eighteen local members and Eighteen 
State members, representing each State in co-operation 
with the Southern Baptist Convention, is conducting 
work in Italy, Brazil, Mexico, Argentina, China, Japan 
and Africa. In these fields the missionaries reported 
last year: 882chureches with 819 out-stations, 33,584 
church members, 442 Sunday Schools with 23,959 schol- 
lars, and 8,833 students in mission schools, 384 of whom 
are in Theological Seminaries and Training Schools pre- 
paring to preach the gospel to their own people. There 
are 300 missionaries in the fields, 20 of whom were sent 
out during the past year, and a total of 651 native work 
ers Notwithstanding dificult conditions on many of 
the fields caused by the European war and the injury to 
the work in Mexico from chaotic political conditions in 
tha§ country, 5,190 baptisms were reported during the 
year. 
The distressing financial conditions throughout the 
South, created by the war in Europe, caused a falling 
off of contributions to foreign missions last year. Many 
of the churches made heroic and sacrificial efforts, but 
some of them were not able to keep up their usual con- 
tributions. This will make it more dificult for us to 
maintain the work this year, unless God’s people meet 
the situation in a still more heroic spirit. The Conven- 
tion in Houston asked for an apportionment $624,000 
for foreign missions this year. Every dollar of it will 
be needed to carry on the work successfully. Our su- 
preme task now should be the raising of the apportion- 
ment asa minimum in every association and every 
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State. We should not for a moment think of anythin, 
less, and we must do more than this if possible, 

We therefore recommend: 

Ist. That we, as an association, undertake to raiss 
for foreign missions our full proportion of the abov 
sum: that this amount be divided among the churche: 
on an equitable basis: that we earnestly urge the churck 
es to contribute the amount asked of them: that each 
church inaugurate a plan of systematic weekly or 
monthly giving and remitting for this cause, so that 
the work may be taken care of and debt and interest 
payments be avoided 

2nd. That each pastor in the association appoint a 
committee in each church, of which he is pastor, to can 
vass the membership with the view of securing a sub- 
scription to the Foreign Mission Journal in every Bap- 
tist family within our bounds, so that. our people may 
be fully informed as to our world-wide work,

Do you pray God to bless your pastor? We hope 
you do, If you have not been doing so, answer your 
part of your prayer by giving him as unto God, his part 
of the tenth of all your income. 

If a member of your church has been prospered of 
God with money or produce, and can spare a little or 
much, and will not do so to the help of pastor and 
church of Christ, we are none of Christ’s, because of 
being unwilling to keep His commandments. 

Therefore we recommend that each church of this 
association agree with its pastor for a definite support, 
and exact of each-member a proportionate amount of 
the total sum agreed upon, according to his ability, and 
that there be organized a systematic way by which the 

various members may regularly contribute, and that 
members who persistently and wilfully refuse to per- 
form their part of the work, bé brought under the dis- 
cipline of the church.

Only allow me to listen to the ordinary conversa- 
tion of a man for ten minutes and I will tell you wheth- 
er or not he has God in his heart and is temperate. 

Fathers and mothers are not always temperate in 
dealing with their children. They allow passions to 
control them, and many times do the wrong thing. 

Next, we may not use good judgment in eating, 
and should we overtax the digestive organs by eating 
too much, or by eating such food as is not wholesome 
and easily digested, then we have gone beyond the line 
oftemperance and have become intemperate. 

Then, if I may speak of one of the most common 
things that leads to intemperance, I would say, ’’To- 
bacco.” The using of tobacco is one of the most hurt- 
ful habits that man may form. The smoking of ciga- 
retts is robbing young men of their manhood, vitality. 
good manners and godliness.

LAYMEN’S MISSIONARY MOVEMENT. Some years 
azo, a Christian business man who was present at the 
great Student Volunteers Convention which met at 


. Nashville, Tenn., was impressed with interest and en- 


thusiasm of the students in world wide mission and 
with their willingness to go out as missionaries. He 
contrasted their attitude with the widespread indiffer- 
ence of the men in our churches who knew little about 
missions, and who, in many instances, cared less. The 
thought came to him that if men should become as much 
interested in giving the gospel to the world as those 
students, they would readily provide the means to send 
all who desired to go. This was the seed thought of 
the Laymen’s Missionary Movement which had its ac- 
tual beginning in New York City, a few months later. 

The primary purpose of this movement, is to enlist 
men in mission so that they may do their full duty a- 
long this line. However, it has been found that when- 
ever men have become interested in missions, that they 
are likewise interested in all the affairs of the Kingdom 
and whatever development has come to them has helped 
every phase of our work, 

From the beginning of the movement it was real- 
ized that if the laymen were to be enlisted fully, they 
must know a great deal more about the work. Definite 
steps were taken to give them this knowledge by means 
of the distribution of literature, by campaigns in Asso- 
ciations, by rallies in churches, through mission study 
classes in monthly missionary meetings and in great 
conventions, All of these means have been used in our 
own state and most of them in our own association. 

This movement has strived to make laymen take 
their religion more and more into their business, to 
have them take God into partnership with them, and to 
cauise them to realize that their business, if at all wor- 
thy of the time of a Christian man, is a "holy calling”’. 
At the same time an effort has been made to get our 
laymen to put more business into their religion in order 
that the work of our churches may be carried forward 
in a more business like and systematic way. 

In almost every convention and rally that has been

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held, tithing has been upheld as the menimum sta 
for our giving, and in this way, large numbers o 
have been lead to tithe their income, many of 
men live in our own state and some in our own as 
tion. 

This movement has also emphasized, the | 
member canvass in our churches and the securit 
pledges as a means of enlisting all of the church 
bership for Missions and for pastor’s salary, and 
causes as well.

Antioch shows a slight decrease in membership an 
supported pretty well all the causes, 

Columbia shows a slight decrease in membershiry 
and the best showing of all the churches for christia 
endeavor, having well supported all causes. 
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Edna shows a slight decrease in membership, 
weak in the cause of our work. 

Hurricane Creek, increased in membérship and is 
weak in the support of missions. 

Improve increased in membership .and though she 
made a better showing than some of the other church- 
es, is far behind the mark of her opportunity in her 
part of financial aid to many causes. 

New Hope, increased two in membership and did 
very on State missions but was very weak on ether 
mission and benevolent work. 

Morgantown, increased in membership, and did 
well on Home and Foreign missions but neglected oth- 
er work entirely. 

Oloh, increased materially in membership and has 
stood faithfully by much of their good work for God. 

Pinebur appears to be a: weak church and we sug- 
gest it as a good mission field of this associatior, how- 
ever, we are glad she is trying to hold herself together. 

Shiloh increased in membership, and if she has re- 
‘ally revorted all her work for Christ, in her report, she 
then, is far short of faithful altogether unto God, and 

we hope that she will be able to show more progress to 
the next meeting of this body. 

Cedar Grove, shows no gain in membership, but

REPORT ON SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 


The increased interest which has been manifested in 
the study of God’s word in the Sunday School during the 


~ 
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past few years has been very gratifying to all who have 
the welfare of the Kingdom of God at heart. Through- 
out our country generally among all denominations more 
attention has been given to the teaching service than 
ever before and much larger numbers have been gathered 
together Sunday by Sunday for this purpose. 2a as 
The Sunday School Board of the Southern Baptist Con- 
vention has been very active in pushing this work for- 
ward among our own people. Sunday School experts 
have been employed, men of much ability and experience, 
who, together with the Sunday School men in the different 
“tates, have done splendid work in securing more efficient 
organization, better trained teachers and more favorable 
Sunday School conditions in every way. The growth of 
our Sunday School Board from a very small beginning 
twenty-five years ago to a great business institution 1s 
evidence of the increased interest in Sunday School work 
on the part of Southern Baptists. 
‘The interest in our State is splendid and is increasing 
from year to year. Bro. J. E. Byrd, who has been our 
Sunday School Secretary for a number of years, 18 recog- 
nized as one of the very best Sunday School men in the 
entire South. Under his leadership much progress has 
been made. We have two encampments, one at Blue 
Mountain and the other at Hattiesburg. Both of these 
have splendid programs each summer. We also have a 
Baptist State Sunday School and B.. YO FU. Convention 
meeting annually, which is proving to be a great force in 
the upbuilding of our work generally. Working in har- 
mony with this convention, we have Associational Con- 
ventions in most of the Associations. 
The work in our Association has also shown some in- 
crease during the past few years. In 1906, ten years ago, 
the report on Sunday Schools stated that there were prac- 
tically no Sunday Schools in the Association worthy of 
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the name. In 1908 the total enrollment in the Sunday 
Schools reported to the Association was 799 with four 
churches making no report of Sunday Schools. Last yea: 
the total enrollment as reported was 1629. Sunday 
Schools were reported by all the churches except one, ani 
this church has a school in connection with the Metho- 
dists. We have a good Sunday School convention meet- 
ing annually, with two district conventions, one on each 
side of the river meeting ev ery fifth Sunday. 

We are rejoiced over the improvement that has been 
made in Sunday School work. We are reminded, how- 
ever, that much remains to be done. We are told thai 
the membership of the churches of the Southern Baptis 
Convention is about 800,000 more than the enrollment in 
our Sunday Schools and that probably not more than one 
half of the members of Baptist churches throughout the 
South are enrolled in Sunday School. 

In our State we have 1532 churches and only 850 Sun- 
day Schools reported. There is still much to be done in 
our own Association. With our large increase in enrol!- 
ment during the past few years it is safe to say that we 
have not more than « ne-third of our available number en- 
rolled in our Sunday Schools. A large number of these 
people, if they attend preaching at all, do so only once 
each month. Very few of them study their Bibles at 
home. This means,therefore, that fully two-thirds of our 
people do no systematic studying of God’s word. This is 
a condition that demands our serious consideration and 
ur earnest and prayerful attention that it may not exist 
onger. 

Your committee js aware that it is a big undertaking 
to enlist many of these people in the Sunday School, but 
believes that it is well worth while to undertake it. _We 
recommend that each Sunday School take a census of the 
people living in the entire territory adjacent to it. With 
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‘nformation in hand, the pastor and other workers 
il) know just who ought to be reached and can go out 
na definite way to reach them. Your committee believes 
that there are large possibilities in our Associational and 
| istrict Sunday School conventions and recommends fur- 
, ther that our pastors, supe rintendents, teachers and oth- 
ers, join with the officers of these conventions to make 
) what they should be in every way.

The Baptist Hospital. 


fhe Baptist Hospital at Jackson is an institution es- 
tablished by the Baptists of Mississippi for taking care of 
he sick of our people who might want such care. Its 
doors, however, are open to all white patients regardless 
f religious creed. — 

Now some reasons why we should support the hospital. 

First. Because it is our institution. We do not reject 
others nor their help> but the burden of the institution 1s 
on the Baptists of Mississippi, and we must see that the 
vork is looked after. 

Second. Because it is in need of money to pay off back 
debts and to meet general expenses. This institution, like 
all institutions owned by the Baptists of Mississippi 1s 
upported by voluntary contributions, and not in any way 
by the State. 
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In the third place, we ought to support the Hosp 
because of the good it is doing humanity. About 800 
tients have been treated this year and have gone out 
speak words of praise for the Hospital. 

The Hospital is doing a glorious work, and reveal: 
nore clearly every day that the hand of Divine appro 
is upgn it. 

lt is said in the Scriptures that Christ laid his hand 
the sick and healed’ them. Just so ought we who : 
Christ's so to do. 

The Hospital is our way of helping the sick as a deno 
ination. The spirit. of the institution is so thorougt 
Christian that one feels that they are in the presence 
the Lord. 

Before serious operation is had, special prayer is he 
for the patient. Now this is good and it is kept ‘sacr 
in the hearts of the patients.

imothy.we are taught to 
study the word of truth that we might be able to rightly 
divide it and to show ourselves approved unto God. In 
john 5:39 we find that it is through searching the Scrip- 
tures that we get the correct testimony of the Lowly Naz- 
arine. These Scriptures show us how important it is for 
ministers as well as laymen to study and search the con- 
tents of the Holy Bible in order to be thoroughly educated 
inthe word. In the ninth chapter of 1st Cor. Paul teaches 
.s, by what he did, how important it is for the minister 
of the Gospel to adapt himself to the conditions existing 
among the people whom he is to serve. Surely in this age 
of great intellectual activity our ministers should not only 
be educated in the Word, but also in the various depart- 
ments of secular knowledge, that he may be better fitted 

ty» accomplish the purpose of his mission in the world. 

We know that a minister should be, above all, a conse- 
crated Christian, feeling the responsibility resting upon 
him as a leader of God's people, and willing to spend and 
be spent for them, but he must also possess intellectual 
training as well. Mental training and learning, added to 
these qualifications, will greatly increase his power for 
good. They make him a better leader of his people.

He should be encouraged to attend 
some of our schools and given financial aid by the denomi- - 
nation, if it is needed. Mississippi College is one of the 
oldest and most historical educational institutions in the

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State. It now offers a three years’ Bible course. Mos 
our ministers attend this college, while some attend 
seminary at Louisville, Ky., while others attend the T: 
seminary. 

In our State we have a Board of Ministerial Educa’ 
which is working to supply our churches with prop 
equipped leaders. It is trying to enlist all the Baptist: 
the State in this great task, and the committee rec 
mends that the churches of this Association give tl 
Support to it and see to the financial needs of young n 
isters within her bounds that are striving to get an e 
cation for the purpose of better equipping themselves 
the work of their high calling.

We, your Committee on the Baptist Orphanage, fee 
that there is no cause nearer the heart of our Lord 01 
work more acceptable unto Him than caring for the help 
less orphan child. By many words and deeds did He man 
ifest His interest in the children. He gave it as an evi 
dence of pure and undefiled religion to care for the widow 
and orphan in their affliction. There are many ways it 
which we as Christian people can carry out the will of ou: 
Master in this regard. 

The plan of the work decided upon was the establis! 
ment of a home for the orphan children which has nov 
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teen years. From a small be- 
ginning in a rented home, we have grown untjl now we 
have house room for 225 children, with a property in

We heartily recommend the plan of 
once a month giving for our Sunday Schools and . liberal 
Thanksviving offering for all of our churches. Give each 
members of the Sunday School and each member of the 
church an opportunity to give at these stated oor? 
and our orphanage will be comfortably provided for. 

We are glad to report good health among our children 
during the year, no deaths and not a serious case of sick- 
naa We hawe not a case of pellagra in the institution 
and our management feels that they have learned how to 


manage the incoming cases. 
We would further, recom 
contributions, that our churc 


mend that in addition to cash 
hes and Sunday Schools send 
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boxes of clothing, good Second hand clothing acceptable, 
groceries of all kinds, Syrup, shoes, hose (mostly larg: 
ones) and any other things that can be used in providin, 
for the children. We would also recommend that our pas- 
tors and the people of the several communities exercise 
sreat care in sending children to the home and send onl) 
those who cannot be cared for in any other way, and pray 
for the success of the home and of the children.

REPORT ON FOREIGN MISSIONS. 


The Foreign Mission Board of the Southern Baptist 
Convention, located at Richmond, Virginia, in its last re- 
lls of a year of triumphant success, both at home 
and abroad. The total contributions for the year, includ- 
ing the amount raised on the debt and on the Judson Cen- 
tennial Fund, were $896,729. The only drawback on the 
year’s work was the fact that the contributions for the 
current support amounting to $518,325, left a deficit 
which, combined with the old debt, made a total indebted- 

¢ $180,000. During the meeting of the convention 
a great movement was started for the pur- 
pose of paying off this heavy indebtedness, and many of 
our brethren and sisters have made beautiful and joyful 
responses to this appeal, so we now are able to shout the 
song of victory, for every dollar of this great indebted- 


ness has been paid off.

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aries now number 315, of whom 133 are men and 182 
women. The membership of our mission churches is now 
12,632 organized into 459 churches, 95:of which are self- 
supporting. The native Christians contributed $129,- 
561 to the work in their midst. We have 462 Sunday 
Schools which report 10,490 scholars. There are 453 mis- 
sion schools with 13,531 students. Of these mission 
schools six are women’s Bible Training Schools, with 200 
students, and ten are Theological Training Schools, with 
191 students. We have now 19 medical missionaries, 9 
hospitals, and ten dispensaries. Our medical missionar- 
ies treated 74,866 patients last year. 

Attention should be called to the great strides which 
the native churches are taking toward self-support, self- 
government and self-propagation. One field will serve 
to illustrate this: In Brazil the per capita gifts for all 
objects is $5.72. Our Brazilian Baptists have their home 
and foreign mission boards. Among our members in 
foreign lands there are many tithers. There are churches 
which make tithing a test of fellowship. Many churches 
in the foreign fields are building their own houses of wor- 
ship, paying the salaries of their pastors, and contribut- 
ing to the support of missionary work in their own lands 
and elsewhere. Native workers are being trained, and 
as we look into the near and far future the outlook is in- 
deed bright. 

Like everything that grows. our Foreign Mission work 
has, increasing necessities. Our success has carried us 
into a situation from which there is no turning back an:! 
which lays new claims upon us. We have tasks which we 
can neither turn loose nor turn over to others. To turn 
loose means to ignore opportunities, forsake converts and 
churches or turn them over to other dénominations.

It may be surprising to one not acquaint- 
ed with the facts to know that out of nearly 2,000,000 
people in Mississippi, less than half a million make any 
pretention to religion. Thus less than 25 per cent of our 
population are Christians. Baptist churches are giving 
about $43,000 a year to assist in bringing these lost peo- 
ple to Christ. That is, they give this amount through 
the State Board. This seems a pretty large sum, but is not 
so much for 165,000 Baptists. We ought to increase our 
gifts, for the demands are urgent. Let every church in 
this association see to it that a good collection is taken 
for State Missions.

It is used also with equal effect 
by those whose only motive and purpose seems to be self 
aggrandizement. The astute politician has long since dis- 
covered its power, and very often to some extent, has it 
subsidized or influenced to serve himself to the detriment 
of the people. There are many modern religionists within 
the bounds of this Association using the product of the 
press and we find the country being flooded with books, 
leaflets and periodicals which are leading many unsus- 
pecting and. unthinking people, by their half truths, into 
gross errors. 
When the publications of the country are properly cen- 
sored, directed and distributed, it is one of the most ef- 
fective means of disclosing to the people their mistakes, 
and of warning against being led into making further 
mistakes, and of leading to higher intelligence, a better 
citizenship, and to stronger character, and will hence, 
forego and prevent to a great measure, many beliefs and 
customs so detrimental to social and Christian growth. 
A great responsibility is resting upon those who are, 
by means of the press, forming and directing public opin- 
ion, and who are thus fixin gfuture standards for society 
and religion. Of all the people to whom God ever gave a 
charge, none ever rested under a heavier weight of re- 
sponsibility than the Baptist people of today, for the so- 
called higher criticism, high churchism, Russelism, Mor- 
monism and other isms. are, by means of their publica- 
tions, permeating this country from center to circumfer- 
ence, and those publications seem to be taking hold on the 
people to an alarming extent. And if we, as Baptists, 
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with a great distinctive message of truth and doctrine of 
which the world is in great need, are to meet ~~ ean 
ditions successfully we must know our position, W eo 
can do only by keeping well informed through our denom

The 
terms of nine of these Trustees expire each year and the 
vacancies are filled at the annual meeting of the Conven 
tion. This entitles the Baptists of the State to change the 
entire board every three years, if they so desire. 

' The College is one of the greatest forces for good 
among our people. It has turned out from its walls grea! 
and noble men, who are filling positions in every profes- 
sion worthy to follow, and are leaders in their profes- 
sions, also in the Christian work wherever they are lo- 
cated. 

Mississippi College, with its great and; modern build- 
ings, is great, but greater still is its faculty, headed by 
Dr. J. W. Provine, who believes in the College, and who 
is making every effort to still make it greater. 

Clark Memorial College, located at Newton, Miss., came 
to us in 1913, and has ever since been controlled by the 
Convention. The college is co-educational and fills a 
much-needed place in our ranks, especially since Missis- 
sippi College has abolished the Academy. This college 
will be a great place for junior work to be done, and we 
predict for this young institution a happy future under 
‘the management of its spiendid new president, Rev. 
Bryan Simmons. Rev. W. E. Farr is in the field in a cam- 
paign to raise $100,000.00 for Mississippi Woman’s Col- 
lege, and Clark Memoria] College, $25,000.00 to go to 
Clark Memorial College.

To the Pearl River Association : 

Brethren—We, your Committee on Pastoral Support, 
beg to submit the following: 

|. That in the past our, preachers were handicapped, 
inasmuch as they had not the support of the people finan- 
cially, as they should have had. This has caused the 
great work of spreading the gospel to proceed at a very 
slow pace. ;

REPORT ON CHURCH DISCIPLINE. 


Virtue is the handmaiden of religion. A church, to 
attain a true spiritual growth, must be kept pure within. 
Lax discipline allows Worldliness to creep within her 
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sacred portals, thereby inviting criticism and dissension. 
All honest Christians deplore this condition. The Lord 
was more severe upon the hypocrite than any other class 
of sinners. The great problem of our church is to sep- 
arate from the hindrance that holds her back from the 
proper evangelistic efforts. 
fhe Nazarene was set apart with a shaven head and 
other marks. Thus purity and similar distinguishing 
marks should denote the soldier of the cross. Let us look 
well to the lives of our leaders, especially inthe selec- 
‘ion of deacons, Sunday School superintendents, and 
teachers. The church was not intended for a den of 
thieves, for swearing, dancing, OF adultery-living mem- 
bers. 
It is recommended that the rules of decorum be read 
publicly and adopted section by section and that one of 
the best deacons appoint a committee to work with him 
to see all deliquent members, leading them lovingly and 
prayerfully back into the paths of duty and rectitude. 
Ample time and favorable opportunity are emphasized in 
each case and never hasty action. If they persist in ways 
of error, then their names should be referred to the 
church for the purpose of withdrawing fellowship. Ev- 
ery member is expected to commit himself definitely to 
the service of the Master, and until then the church will 
not be the strong, virile power it should be and the King- 


dom hastened.
